If the city of Baltimore could be 
counted out of the 1936 election, Lan- 
don would be leading in Maryland, 
today’s ballots show. 

But Baltimore is a good example 
of the fact that the big cities are 
for Roosevelt, the small towns for 
Landon. Ballots from Baltimore give 
Roosevelt 60.5 per cent of the major 
vote, Landon 39.5 per cent. 
The vote from the hinterlands cuts 


down this Roosevelt majority to 54

To find a time when Roosevelt 
would have failed to poll a Maryland 
majority one must go back to Jan- 
uary., 1936, when the Institute found 
the Republicans with 51 per cent of

But at the bottom of the column of all these ups, the figures dis- 


closed that total expenses were down. 
total last year to date, $1,249,000,000; saving this year $262,000,000.

FOOTNOTES The explanation of how all these ups could total to 
a down is that some of the expenditures carried a 


barely noticeable symbol referring to footnote B. 


The footnote indi- 


cated the RFC had collected about $200,000,000 on its loans; the Com- 
modity Credit Corporation was similarly credited with $66,000,000;

These credits have been deducted from the expendi- 
tures before the expenditures were totaled. 


If they had not been, the totals would have shown:

When Offered the Choice of Two Evils, 
the Sane Man Takes Neither

The most sinister enemies of America today are those who tell us 
that we must choose between Communism and Fascism. 

Freedom and vast natural resources made us the greatest of nations. 
Today we have enormous wealth and our natural resources are still the 
envy of the world. All that we need to make every citingn secure aad 
prosperous is continued freedom, control of greed, and the exercise of 
common sense. 

In Europe the situation is wholly different. Crowded and impovy- 
erished and unacquainted with true freedom, the people are searching des- 
perately for some new system that will lessen their burdens and their 
wrongs. 

Because one nation has developed a system called Communism and 
others have developed a system called Fascism, and both systems are 
striving to increase their power, the people of other countries think 
they must choose between the two. : 

The two systems are far apart in theory, but in the one matter that 
is fundamental and all-important, they are precisely alike. 

Both mean absolute rule by a dictator and the complete destruction 
of all individual rights. 

To say that America must discard her time-tested system and choose 
between these two importations is deadly and disastrous folly. 

Suppose that your neighbors, being impoverished, diseased and des- 
perate, begin to debate whether they shall take poison or shoot them- 
selves. Though the clamor of their argument drowns out all other 
sounds, and thus holds your attention, must you also, though free of 
their ailments, choose one of their desperate remedies? Nothing could 
be more tragically silly. 

Under either system you would be a slave. You would have no voice 
in your own affairs. The government would tell you what work to do, 
what food to eat, what books and papers to read—even how to vote. 
You would not dare to criticize or disobey. Igsolent government agents 
would order you about like-a drill sergeant bréaking a recruit. We know 
these things would happen, for they always do when freedom is gone. 

It may be true that Communism and Fascism are more efficient svs- 


RELIEF Mr. Roosevelt’s revised budget is subject to somewhat the 

same political discrimination. He estimates, but does not 
add, an additional $500,000,000 (or less) for relief appropriations which 
he says will be necessary to finish out the fiscal year.

SOLUTION ein this case, the only thing to do is to reach for the 
treasury cash box. It was not a sudden decision. As 
far back as last budget time, owlish treasury advisers suggested that, 
inasmuch as everything was then going smoothly, a tremendous cash 
balance should be accumulated for time of need. ‘ The accumulation has 
reached two billion, whereas the pre-New Deal custom was to keep not 
more than a few hundred million dollars in the treasury. 
_ Mr. Roosevelt's accounting shows he intends to take a billion from 
this source, thus keeping the deficit down and the debt likewise.

Florida Body Demands

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Sept. 3.— 
The Florida Tax Revision League, in 
a prepared statement released here 
today, predicts that Fred P. Cone will 
face an empty or seriously depleted 
treasury when he assumes office Jan- 
uary 1, unless immediate steps are 
taken to curb state spending.

With | 
that prospect, merchants said they '| 
have new and larger stocks on their

Postal receipts for the past month 
showed a 12.4 per cent gain over 
August of last year. 

N. R. Boyd, president of the Mer- 
chants’ Association, Ine., predicted 
that fall mercantile business in Co- 
lumbus will he better than since the 
peak year, 1929.

Georgia Clay Is Used 
In Cocktail ‘Shakers’ 


CARTERSVILLE, Ga., Sept. 3. 
Repeal of the eighteenth amendment 
added life to an ancient industry in 
(;eorgia—the making of pottery by 
hand. 

It has resulted in a marked de- 
mand, says W. T. B. Gordy, a pot- 
ter, for cocktail shakers done in 
Georgia clay. 

He makes” shakers in 
shapes, finished in glazed 
green and yellow. 

Twenty-si. years old, Gordy is of 
a family of potters. His grand- 
father and father practiced’ the 
trade. 

Gordy uses clay from Meri- 
wether county in which President 
Roosevelt's “Little White House” is 
located. He likes it, he says, be- 
cause it is extremely plastic, con- 
tains few foreign particles and dries 
readily. 

First the clay is kneaded into a 
plastic mass and repeatedly thrown 
against a table top. Called wedg- 
ing, this process causes foreign par- 
ticles to work out. 

The masse i: then placed on the 
potter's wheel and moulded into the 
desired shape. After this it is al- 
lowed to dry for one week in open 
air. 

The piece 1s given two “firings” 
in a kiln heated to extremely high 
temperatures and later dipped in a 
ceremac glaze solution to provide 
color.

COTTON. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 3.—Declin- | 
ing cotton prices the past month or 
more have reflected the increased mar- 
keting of new crop cotton for future 
delivery and the fairly good growing 
conditions in the majority of the cot- 
ton states.

In order that he may estimate the 
probable limits of the opponents’ 
trump bid for the purposes of the 
penalty double and sacrifice overbids, 
the player should (1) add the number 
of honor tricks as shown by or in- 
ferred from partner to his own honor 
and trump tricks, and (2) subtract the 
total from 13.

One called to Velez. saying he had 
formerly served under him and wanted 
to surrender. Velez went out to him 
with arms outstretched to give him an 
embrance, but at that moment the 
soldier pulled a pistol and shot Velez 
dead.
